modern locker plants and home freez 
era the summer-fresh flavor of froz B 
en fruits and vegetables is retained II 
from one season until the next. Even y 
grandmother will agree that this is H 
a much better arrangement than she 
had In he old days. 

Since so many families now have 
a home freezer or locker the home 
economists of the Consumer Section, 
Canada Department of Agriculture 
have sent along a few suggestions I 
that may help you in planning your 
freezing programme. 

What to freeze must be decided on 
the basis of the family's needs and II 
desires, and on the space available 
for storing. Short-season foods like 
strawberries and peas are a good 
choice for year around use from the, 
freezer and locker. It is a good idea 
to make up a tentative plan showing 
the approximate number of packages 
of each fruit and vegetable your lam 
ily will consume in the year ahead. 

At the beginning of each season do 
not be temted to freeze too much ol 
any one food and then later on dis 
cover there is not enough space left w 
for all the others you want to freeze 
Frozen fruits and vegetables witn 
their fresh colour and flavour sealed 
right in them are almost as much of 
a treat on wintery days as the fresh 
products are now. 

Those vegetables which are usually 
eaten raw, such as celery, tomatoes, 
lettuce, cucumbers and radishes do 
not freeze satisfactorily. Whole ker¬ 
nel corn is generally better to freeze 
than corn on the cob as the latter 
sometimes develops off-flavours dur¬ 
ing storage. Most root vegetables and 
cabbage may be frozen but they keep 
well without freezing so why give 
them valuable space in the freezer? 

Most of our Canadian fruits may be 
successfully frozen and some of them 
like currants, cranberries, gooseber¬ 
ries, blueberries and rhubarb — may 
be frozen without sugar. Other fruils 
are best frozen with sugar, either dry 
or in a syrup. Apricots and peaches 
require special treatment such as the 
addition of ascorbic acid to prevent 
discoloration. Pears do not freeze 
well because the texture changes 
during freezing and they are soft and 
mushy when thawed. 

Perhaps you have wondered why 
vegetables have to be blanched be¬ 
fore freezing. The home economists 
of the Consumer Section, Canada De¬ 
partment of Agriculture tell us that 
all fresh vegetables and fruits con¬ 
tain chemical substances called en¬ 
zymes which, if left uncontrolled, 
will cause unfavourable changes in 
the flavour, colour and texture of the 
product even if it is frozen. To kill 
the enzymes in vegetables we blanche 
them and this preserves their fresh 
characteristics. To retard the action 
of enzymes in fruits e generally add 
sugar. 

A good point to remeber is that the 
frozen foods that are taken out of 
the locker or freezer will be no bet¬ 
ter than the fresh foods that went 
ino it. So 1 is important to use only 
the highest quality fruits and vege- 
ables for freezing and to freeze them 
as soon as possible after they are 
picked. 

FREEZING STRAWBERRIES 

Nearly everybody likes strawber¬ 
ries, and right now we can enjoy 
them in all sorts of wonderful des¬ 
serts and salads. But — and probably 
because the strawberry season is 
short — no one ever seems to be uble 
to get enough of them. This year, so 
that you may go on enjoying their 
special goodness until next strawber¬ 
ry season, why not freeze some and 
put them away in your home freezer 
or locker? 

The berries, after being washed 
and hulled and either sliced or left 
whole, may be covered with dry su¬ 
gar in a bowl, using two cups of su¬ 
gar to 12 cups of berries. Before 
packing in freezer cortons the ber¬ 
ries should be stirred very slightly to 
distribute the sugar evenly. This will 
partially disolve the sugar and give 
the frozen strawberries a better fla¬ 
vor. Or the berries may be packed 
into freezer cartons and covered with 
a cold medium syrup made from one 
cup of sugar dissolved in one cup of 
water. Two-thirds of a cup of syrup 
will he required for each pint carton. 
Strawberries frozen without sugar or 
syrup lose their flavor and color bo 
this Is not recommended by the Con¬ 
sumer Section.

talned by a Japanese combo band, 
two men and a girl, all costumed, 
painted and dolled up. One man blew 
a trumpet, the other hand drums and 
cymbals and the girl had a big 
drum. At first It was enjoyable, but 
these folks had great endurance and 
little music. 

The constant bang bang toot drove 
us out of doors to enjoy the sea air 
and the boats which passed contin¬ 
ually. 

Soon we came even with Yokohama 
the big sea port, and the traffic in¬ 
creased. 

Brunch was Included — sandwich¬ 
es, apples, coffee or coolade. The 
coolade was grape flavored and help¬ 
ed down the sandwiches. 

It was nearly noon, a four-hour 
trip, when the boat docked at Kat- 
suyama. Soon we were hiking along 
the beach sands to the entertainment 
center. It all appeared to be operated 
by the Steamship Company. There 
was an acquarlum — turtles, fish 
and sea snakes. This was located in 
a cliff cave. They had a diving girl, 
who entered the tank, w'here she 
could be seen, with her goggles and 
knife, driving small fish and gather¬ 
ing shells for the spectators. Little 
stall-keepers sold shells, postcards, 
fish, etc. 

Now, we headed along a beach trail 
for Pearl Island. This was a small 
resort island facing the bay. The 
party, about fifty, faced the rocks 
and water on a platform built over 
the cliffs, after passing the trays of 
drying fish, nets and boats. 

Below us, the placid waters of the 
bay were dotted with circular pens, 
about 60 feet across, staked flush 
w’ith the water level. In these pans 
are baskets, sunk in the water and 
in the baskets, the pearl oysters. 

Diesel boats were working in and 
around the pens: men adjusting 
stakes, pulling nets and clearing the 
weeds. 

An interesting sight was a lone 
fisherman in a small sampan. He 
had a coil of baited hooks, about 
a half-mile long, with the bait every 
six ieet. His technique was perfect. 
With a rear scull, he moved the boat 
forward about ten feet, and with the 
other hand flung out the baited 
hooks. This ook about half an hour. 
Then he sculled back to his starting 
point and started to lift his fish. 
They were small, about six or eight 
Inches long and almost two-thirds of 
his hooks had caught their fish. 

Next came the real show — Two 
girls, dressed in white, tight fitting 
swim suits came out with goggles, 
knives, and small wooden tubs with 
coils of rope. 

They swam out to the edge of the 
rocks, dived cleanly from the surface 
—came back up the rope, with a 
clump of pearl oysters, dropped them 
in the tub, rested a while, and re¬ 
peated. A real exhibition of diving, 
but leaving the suspicion that the 
whole thing was rigged up for the 
tourist parties. Indeed, it must be so. 
No oysters could survivie the contin¬ 
ual harvesting which takes place in 
one given spot, Just in front of the 
stand. 

For 200 yen you could pick out 
your own oyster, see it opened, and 
have your pearl. The gamble was 
fascinating to the women, just as 
good to watch as Bingo. 

Again I think there was some rig¬ 
ging done, as there was little or no 
disappointment. There was no fake, 
as far as oysters were concerned. 
They were pried open, and explored 
by the Amas and men, w ho opened 
them and produced the gems, dis¬ 
carding the dead oyster. Norma and 
Rosemary got 8 or 10 pearls. 

Pearl oysters have a smooth, nearly 
black shell with a fringed Up, inside 
the shell is pearly and dark. The 
pearls are cultured by inserting a 
small fragment of pearl powder with 
a microscopic needle.. The oyster, 
for the next three years or more, 
coats the offending grain with layer 
upon layer of pearl substance, until 
the time for collecting it arrives. The 
size and quality is uncertain, but oc¬ 
casionally, even under these condi¬ 
tions, a real beauty is found. The 
common run, as you will undestand, 
is very cheap. 

Two hundred yen is about 55 cents. 
When they had only ten shells left, 
one woman of the party bought the 
lot for 1200 yen and got 13 pearls — 
some gamble, which everyone enjoy¬ 
ed with ph’s and ah’s as each shell 
was opened. 

So about three o’clock we returned 
was served like the breakfast — on¬ 
to the Tachiban and the box luncheon 
ly more so — more sandwiches, cold 
fried chicken and the drinks. Oh yes, 
cookies additional. The Combo start¬ 
ed again, and we spent the homeward 
trip on the decks, watching the us¬ 
ual ship romances develop, and list¬ 
ening to varied tales of the East. 

Back to Tokyo— about 7 p m. home 
und happy, ufter a splendid 12-hour 
excursion for about 100 people. 

If you want cheap pearls come to 
Japan. The market is sick and over¬ 
produced, but will probably be put 
under control soon.
